A Deioji-pr o» Ti luian Boilicrs —The Ippi 
nniiilicr of the ScisBtific American containi the 
foUowinR pnicie; Many boUpr exploeions bpve 
or rimed of Ute Pt the West, anti almost every 
mail brings intAlliReBce of some new disaster. 
To judge from the newspspers and from letters 
we receive, the traTpUng public in thpt leRion 
eeem to be i«Bie stricken. 

Almost the first qnesUoo ppsAengen ask when 
they come on board k, "Has the bunt got tu- 
balar boUen?” seys s correspondent, and 
DPtorplly esongh aU the explosions thnsfar 
have been boilers of that claee. We shall show 
herepiler why it is DAtursl 
Ubtn steam genentois of this kind were 
fiM introdneed here, there was • universal dis- 
I ke to them among a oerUin deep of engineers 
They were denocnoed ee “dengeront, *’ as 
“powder mpgszinee,*’ as “hell kettltt,” and 
nametpDS otioar plang names. It was soon 
toond. however, that tubalar boilers were no 
moie “dnngerons” than others, if properly 
CBRd for. and that, if cxplaeiou occarred, it 
WPS not from any Inherent defect le the system, 
hot by resaon of gross neglect on the part of 
these in chaigA It k not the boiler which is 
dangerooA bnt the men in charge of it. 

As tnbnlar boilers generau mam more rap- 
idly than fine boUers, they use more water. The 
file snrfaoes being finely divided, so to speak, 
or siitad in small areas throogh a large body 
of water, are liable to get over-heated very rap- 
idly if from any canae the supply of water k 
Mopped. And, since they always work at high- 
er preesnieA conetant and intelligent care is 
needed to prevent them from being injured. 

The boUers on the Mississippi river are noi 
exactly what would be called tubalar boilers in 
this pen of the conntry, since. If we ere prop- 
etly informed, the .majority have tubes five 
inches in diameter. It is not the aizc of the 
pipe tha^detennincsthe character of the boiler, 
for a tube is a lube, whether five inches or five 
ftet in diameter, eo to all intents and purposes 
these boilers are tabular boilers, having large 
fi.e snrfaoe and small water spaces. 

IVbere heat is rapidly conducted through 
water, as in iron tnbes. the water ia repelled 
from the hot surfaces, and dirty water, such as 
that in Western rivets, more rapidly tha» 
d<*n. Moreover, from the method of setting 
boilers they are nnequally heated, so thst one 
side may be intenaely hot while the other k 
comparatively cool. The boilers In the center 
of a gang of five, being set in a row, mail nec- 
esoigily receive a great portion of the heat 
while thoee enkide have not so much: the re- 
sult would be to make steam faster In the mid- 
dle than in the other boUers, and not only 
cs'jsi- them to loam bnt to drive the water out 
from one into the other. Thk k not uncom- 
mon, and many engineer have noticed in a 
rang of boilers that rapid firing, at with 
woo ,|will give three gauges of water ia a 
boiler that was scant and lese in the other that 
was fnlL 

Dirty water, as wt have before remarked, k 
very bad for any boiler, bnt particularly for 
these. Oar engineer correspondent seys: “1 
have eeen the spbcea between the flues entirely 
Br rikd ap. so that they had to be drawn to 
dean them. Where mad aceamnlatM to thk 
extent. U k eenainly not difficult to account for 
Ibe exploatons, or rather collapses, since meet 
of the accidents are of this natore ” 

The remedy k to oae more care, and some 
m ian s to prevent mud from accumulating so 
fitst as to stop np the spacen 
It k not the |iart of wisdom to denonnee tnbn. 
lar boilers beesnee some psssengers leavs the 
beats fitted with them. As well might every 
oi<« stop travnling on railroads, for aU locomo- 
Uvee are tabular boilpta of a mnch more “dan 
gerocs’’ type thaa thoee which have exploded. 

Tnbnlar boUers make steam so mnch cheaper 
a d more rapidly than common return-flue or 
<? Under boilers, that they should be used eve- 
ry where when they can be. In all places where 
foei k Bcaroe we find them; la all citiee, In rail- 
•aya, in Meamers, in steam fire engines, and 
in lactorie;— wherever, in short, steam k used 
at a motive power. It k too late in the day 
•o decry tb^ and they will eventu- 
ally find their way into general me on 
the Mkekkppi river aa they have in 
-all other oonniriea. In the steam fire en- 
ginci are tabular boilers where the tnbee ate 
only three fourths of an inch in diameter, *"A 
the rpeces between cne-foonh of an inch, aad 
the fire k eo forced by the draft and exhaust 
that the blaze comes out of tbe top. One hun- 
ditd sAd eighty, two hundred, and much highy 
woikiag preoEore* are carried, aad they ate in 
■K all ever the conntry, every day, for hours it 
s ume; they don’t explode unless neglected.

Pcurif'AL En.zfnn.-ii —We were rem'.nded 
oa bearing hUat Tea's Battle Of Mana*s«s. tbr 
other evening, that if Ibe reeelis of tbe*. ede- 
bnud eEgagement had be:n different from 
what they were, if the Federal forces htd 
marched atreigbt to Richmiud, slavery wrald 
to-day have been where it was then, and morr 
drmJy seated Uwa it ever bad been before. The 
Union Perty of tbe South would have spmng 
to He feM with the elasticitv and power of a 
giant: tbe National Cougresa, nnder the lead of 
Abraham L'noola, wonld have uraaUd addi- 
tional gaarantiee as tbe coodition of tbe South's 
la} log down her arms -and mnniing, wiiboni 
further forceful debate, to her allegiuace. 
M'hat was supposed to be e vtctory to the 
I South in reality eonirded tire death knell at 
cnoe of the Confederacy and of slavery. That 
defeat of the national army gave onit}' and in- 
teacUy to the national paasiou lor the Union, 
gave eoUdUr to the feeling which had long 
been Ingrained in the hearts of tbe pe.>ple of 
thh country, aad which could not and would 
cot bfook the idea of Ue political diaintegra* 
lion. Tbe nationa l soldiers and the national 
maseee, and even the National Congreas aa thyp 
consUtnUd, with an overwhelming majority of 
‘-HepabUoacs," were ready aad unxk>u> to 
guarantee aiavevy a« the price of Union and tbe 
cemution of hoeUlitiee npon that baels*. The 
declination of that propocRioD on the part of 
the Bonthem leaders only strengthened that 
nnaUerable determination of the loyal masAca 
newer to tnbmU to dhmemlienneBt whauver 
might be tbe conacqucBcee. The essence of 
tbat power which snstained and gave final vie 
tory to tbe national arms was tbe all-pervading 
love of tbe Union, tbe integrity of the CoasU- 
tntiaa, which had become part and parori Of 
the very ezistenoe of the masses. Thh 
passion of tbe Asserican people h tbe strength 
of tbe greet Union movement to snstiUn Pree- 
idcBt Johnson in hh policy of restoration to- 
da}; and that eame weakness of intellect which 
pervaded the mieds of tbe Sontbem Bevoln- 
tioahis in *61, whereby they failed to eompre- 
tand the ezunt. depth, and strength of this 
master n a tiona l paasion, h the vety weakness 
of the Bevolntioahts in and out of Congress at 
the present tisse. It h vastly important that 
tbe friends of thh movement sboold undersUnd 
thh. leh they ahonld make mhukee and endan- 
ger the ancoess of the massive work in which 
they, under the lead of the President, are en- 
gaged. If they make aay mistakes, their 
advenartes will not be alow to Uke advanUge 
of them. Tboae adversaries are eagle-eyed, 
watchieg fcr opportnnities, eager to detc:t aay 
false sups or heedless assumptions wjich the 
Union men of the conntry mav make. Their 
way, fcr the pment, lies throngb poUUcal 
eekcticiBm Bat let oa explain before giving 
an snal}-sh of what we mean by this, that it 
h in vain to look for aay practical eolation o^ 
the present difficnlties this side of the next 
Presidential election. We may hope for thh, 
but we shall hope nselessly. No man, U seems 
to at, who comprehends tbe whole queetion, 
can expect an earlier solntioa. God grant that 
tbered be not far beyond that! It is absurd 
and something worae than absurd for tme 
Union men, who want tbe Union and the Con- 
Btitntion, who want oar form of Government, 
with ift pricelum onderlying principles and 
rights, pneerved intact, to deal in shallow ffil- 
laciCB aad shot out from their vision facts that 
arc palpable and eelf-evident: to abnt oat. aa 
the old mcessionisto used to do, all 
4‘m't mza^ to tee. That, we sav, is anpremely 
foolhh. We moat, sad we shall if we are wise 
■nrvey the whole field and take in tbe poeltion 
aad entire strength of the enemy, and endeavor 
to learn hh Uctica. 

The DUnnloaisU in Congreas have a msjerity 
in both branches. They have passed a conenr- 
nnt rewdniioo to admU no representatives 
from tbe Sonth nntil Congress shall declare tbe 
SUUs laUly ia revolt in a coadition to be rep 
recented; the English ot wbidi h that the 
Southern States are out of the Union, and 
•ball not couM iato it until Congreas admits 
them into U by special act. We don’t snppose, 
tberefore. tbat tbe majority can complain that 
we call them Dhnnkmhta. We call them so 
becunae they are so. Now, they believe the 
PresideiU bat thwarted them in their thirst fo 
confiscation, blood, and vengeaaoe — as in tmth 
be has— and great h their indignation thereat 
They wQl not admU the Southern dulegatej to 
their aeau therefore. But thh h the first aes- 
rioo of tbe praeent Congrem. Tbe same men 
who sre in it now will remain in It for two 
yean. Tbe next Congreeelonal elections, ao 
far as the popular branch h concerned, will 
take place, consequently, jnst before the next 
Pieeidentisl election, and will no doubt fore- 
shadow, though they may not posUively deter- 
mine. the character and const <;aencee of that 
great natkmsl contest. 

* Unless the manifeststkms of public sentiment 
in favor of President Jofansonb policy ahonld 
be of the most formidable natnre, tbe D,sanion- 
hts in Cougresa, nnder tbe lead of B F. Wade 
and Tbaddecs Stevens, will, there is little res- 
•on to denbt, maintain their present atUtnde' 
and tbe beneftoent work of tbe President moat 
th< reforcnsceesarilv remain incomplete tbrough 
ibilr revolutionary madneM and wlckedneae 
daring hh pi esent adminisltation of tbe Gov- 
erement. He can malnuun the state of thiogs 
BOW cxistieg, if hie life should be spared, but 
be cannot force a recreant Congreas to co-op- 
erate with him to finish what he has begun 
wiikont ibe adoption o< extra c^n•tltalianal 
mesenier, which no intelligent friend of his 
oonntry wishes him to attempt. Time and rea - 
roc, appeals to the judgmemt and justice and 
interests of the American people, are our ap. 
propriate weapons; and with theae akUlfuUy 
and energetically handled, we shall, sooner or 
later, conquer or be doomed to all tbe horrors 
of an almost endlcas dvil war. 

Tbe relations of tbe eleven Sonlbern States 
unrepreseated in Congress to tbe next Presi- | 
dential election we shsU ntu now discuss. Our 
present pnrpoee ie to indicste what we mean by 
political eclecticism as the <»ly way to'save the 
Unkc and the Goverement of our fathers and 
reetore hannocy and prosperity to the country, 
whether those Sutes participate in it or not. 
Tbe true conrae, then, it seems to os, for tbe 
thorongfa snppoiters of tbe President’s poUev, 
for those who care more for tbe salvation of 
oonstUutional government and exemption from 
a great civU war than for any mere party tri 
nmph. to pursce for tbe preaent is to wield 
power at the ballot-box in favor at that party 
in any Bute that unequivocally indorses and 
saataias that poUcy; and if. in any instance, 
neither party as at preeent organized ehall do 
this, and there is no way to form one that 
vriU, then to snsuin that organization that 
shall come nearest to it. This will give them 
tbe balance of powur; and U will be a mlghiy 
riimu!na to parties, conventions, and poiiti 
dans to take and maintain positions thorongh- 
ly patriotic and loyal to the ConstUuU::n, to tbe 
Union, and to restoration. Thiseclectic coarse 
U exactly tbe oae the President has hitherto 
tskes, and it is tbe one which be will nndonbt- 
cdly pursue. He hae appointed men to offise, 
not b^nse they always agreed with him, not 
hecanse the} are DeaKtersU, but becaoee they 
were and are in favor of the Constitution and 
its practical enforocment, ot aaving our Gov- 
wernent from deetmeUon, whether they call 
themselves or ore called by others Democrats, 
Whigs, or Republicans. Bach men cannot af- 
ford in tbe preeent crisis to wonhip mere 
naaces. Itemicrai has become, for example, an 
exceedingly latUndinoue term. It may mean 
Union or it may be secession, or something 
nondescript or ball and half, or nothing in 
psrticnler. CoutitnUonal Union men most 
look behind tbe name and aecertain whatH 
meant by H, what prineipleB U representa. 8e- 
eeselon, it ahonld nevar be forgotten, was con- 
summated under tbe rallying cry of Democracy. 
It n^ver was tme democracy. It never was 
Jackson democracy, a»wt u |s not Johnson 
deaocrscy. If Mr. Voorbees' Party ia Indi- 
ana— to illustrate— cordially sustains tbe Presi 
deat'e policy of ruetoratioo. then the Union 
men ot Indiana should support Mr. Voorfaees’ 
Party, tnd not otherwise. PoliUesl «>pWti "l‘ T n 
enpplies the conditions of a consUtnUonal tri- 
umph. It affords a great rallying principle of 
pence and Unioo. It a political solvent ih«^ 
will fuse tbe heterogeneous fragments of disin- 
tegrated psrtiee Into a masa solid enongh to 
bear tbe Immcttse load of a rennited coanti? 
snd a restored Union. It contains tbe princi- 
ple of the n;>tk>nal parsloe of devotion in spirit 
to onr rtesent form of govenmaent snd the in- 
stitntious eiirting onder H. It is conservatism. 
It is moderatiou. It ii the medinm coarse. It 
eoaty^ with the couunon sense of the msssm, j 
At,d they will rally nnder ita gn'^lance to com- I 
Vfcfle the coioeral work wnk-h their great eclec 
ticiac has so nobly begun. 



Who ark D.siotaiT — T be following is from 
tbe New York Observer: 

The Chrisiisn Index, of Georgia, is one or 
tbe most hsiidsomelv-prlnted papers that come 
to os now from tbe 8<>aib, and its spirit h> as 
armitable. In a late number iiremark:<: “Tae 
New York Ot>serTer says that no min shouM 
b SVC s seat ia Congrrss who is not heart and 
-on] loyal to tbe Ucvemment, and, if men of 
other views tjisn these demand admission, the 
Senate cr House will be justified in rejecting 
them.” And then the Index adds: “So say we. 
and such ate the sentiments of tbe people of the 
iionth.’’ This is tbe must encours^ng and 
patriotic declaration of sentiment we have met 
with in s Southern newspaper sloce the war. 

If the people of the South agree with us of the 
North in that test of admission to Congress, 
the coatroversy on that snbject Is ended. Un- 
der the ConsUtntiao as b is now settled by tbe 
result of tbe war. tbe meaning of tbe words 
lo}aIty and allegisncp is no longer d Hibtfal, 
snd no need be entertained ol tbe future If 
u^ne but tme and fstibfnl men are eent to tbe 
National Lrglslatnie. 

We know of no genuine supporter of Pres- 
ideot Johnson's policy who wishes any man 
admilud to a seat in either branch of Congreas 
who is not “heart and tonl loyal to the G jvern- 
menu” Mr. Johnson wants no man who is not 
thns loyal admitted. If .any man has been 
elected to Congress from tke South who is not 
lo}al, be should be indignantly rejected. In 
this opinion every real and honest supporter of 
the Preeident, East, West, North, and Boulb, 
will fully and heartily acquiesce. Bat what is 
lo}-alty to the Government? It ie loyalty to 
the Constitution, for the Constitution is the 
Government. There is no United Slates Govern- 
ment without it or sepsrste from or independent 
(f H. 1 he CoBstiintion overthrown, the Gov- 
ernment, our preeent Government, ceases, ipso 
facto, to exist. Loyalty to tbe Constitution can 
only ke indicated by a readiness to take, ebeer- 
fnlly and volnntarily, tbe oath to enppoit it 
If a man petjuree himself in taking that oath, 
this can only be shown eubsqqoently by acts. 
No man has a tight to asamt that another is 
sbont to perjnre himaelf in taking an oath in 
( ppoeition to tbe solemn protestations of the 
kwearer that be is acting in good faith. Per- 
jury can only be eetablisbed by enbeequant 
positiye proof. It caimot be inferred, nor can 
disloyrity be inferred. If persons profess loyal- 
ty and* are willing to show it by taking the oath 
to support tbe Constitution, it is within no 
man's province, in the absence of proof to the 
contraiy, to usurp tbe prerogative of the Al- 
mighty and declare them disloral. Such an 
As^umptioD is monstrons snd shocking. 

Has any man hern elected to Congress from 
sny Sonthei n State, who, by thia conaUtnlional 
test, is not now loyal to tbe Government of this 
cenntT}? Tbe Disunionists In Congress have 
not even sfempted to make out any anch case. 
There ie no man elect from the South, so far 
as we know or believe, who is not willing snd 
snxioDs to be put to the ordeal, who Is not 
willing snd stixfons to have tbe opportonity to 
rs=se his right hand toward tbe Most High, and 
swear or tflirm upon the Holy Evangelists to 
Mippoit tbe Constitation of the United States 
and the Isws made in pnrsnance thereof. By 
what antbority is tbe test ref need to any and 
every memter elect to either Honse of Congress 
from the Southern States? 

If we look into the acts of some of the mem- 
bers of Congrees that have sworn to support 
the Constitation, and who sre now arrogsting 
to themeolvts the power, contrary to iu provis- 
ions, to exclude eleven States of the Union from 
representation, we thali find that they have, by 
their overt acta, proved themselves disloyal to 
the Great Charter of onr freedom, and have 
attempted to nullify and overthrow at least one 
of Us plainest sections. 

Article 3, section 3, of the Constitution is in 
these words: “Congress shmll have power to 
declare tbe punishment of treason, but no at- 
tainder of treason shall work cormpUon of 
blood or forfeiture ercept during the life of the 
perten attainted.” Tbat provision, in common 
with every other provision of tbe organic law, 
every membn of Congress took s solemn oath 
to obey and support before entering upon tbe 
discharge cf his duties. H >w have some of 
the members kept that solemn oath? 

It is known to every intelligent man in the 
conntry that Mr. Tbaddens Stevens, the admit 
ted leader and repneentaUve of tbe Disunion - 
Ists in the Honse of Repreeentatives, has pro- 
i>oeed and advocated a scheme of permanent 
conflecation of the real property of the Sonthern 
people. He has formally and serionsly pio- 
poe^ to pay the National Debt of tbe United 
Statee with tbe proceeds of sneh confiscated 
property. He did not and does not now pre- 
tend bis plan to be a temporary makeshift, 
an expedient of the honr, bat one looking to 
fixed and nnchangeable resnlts, in utter con- 
tempt of the poritive inhibition of such a scheme 
qnoted above from the Conetitation Mr. Ste- 
vens will not deny tbat he has openly snbmit’ed 
to tbe conntry the proposition we have etsted. 
He will not deny that be is now in favor of that 
proposition- than which nothing can be a 
clearer, brosder, or more naked violation of 
the Cocstitntion, both in its letter and spirit 
Who, then, are now disloyal to tbe Goreru- 
meut, to the Censtitation, the members elect 
to Congress from ths Sonthern States who 
avow their I'lyalty and are ready to enbmit to 
the constitutional test, orThaddeus Stevens snd 
those who snpport him in an open attempt to 
trample beneath their feet as plain a provision 
of the ConsUiulion so that instrum.'nt contains, 
snd after they have taken an oath to support 
it? Let the people judge between them. 

It is known that we nrged the people of tbe 
Booth to elict each men, snd such only, to tbe 
;>opclar brscch ot Congress as could take what 
is popularly called the test oath. We did so in 
the Interests of reconciliation. We knew that 
(urii a conrie on the part of the people of tbe 
Sonth wcnld immensely strengthen the Presi- 
dent’s policy of restorstiem, and tbat it would 
cerres; ondiugly weaken the icllaenceof the 
Radical leaders over the propnlar mind of tbe 
North, and powerfully tend to bring about a 
foil and final settlement of all our national fiif- 
ficnltks. Ti’e stand by every line, word, and 
syllable we wrote. It would have been the 
beat policy fcr tbe South: and if her pieople had 
dene eo, in all probability tbeir representatives 
would before now have been admitted to their 
seats. Bat their failure to take the course we 
suggested is no exense for or palliation of the 
conduct of the Disunion majority in Congress 
in their base and treasonable attempt to sub- 
vert the Constitution and dissolve this great 
Union which onr fathers made: to do this cov- 
ertly snd insidiously or op>enly snd boldly npon 
pretexts and assumptions thst would disgrace 
the intelligence of a tenth-rate demagogue, and 
mantle hie brazen face with shame. 

Lkt the Prople Speak. — N ever was there a 
more auspicious period than now for united 
snd dedsive action by the people of Kentucky, 
in reference to vital political issnes. Questions 
involving the future peace and welfare of the 
republic, no less than our own particnlsr State, 
are now before the country, and they require 
•very good citizen to take an unequivocal posi- 
tion. 

President Johnson has announced folly and 
distinctly Lie principles snd policy upon which 
he wonld restore tbe Federal Union, and be has 
ai'pealed to the mosees, irrespective of party, 
to snsuin him.

tion. Let them firmly npbold bis hands while 
be struggles with the radical elements now 
waging war upon him. Let them assemble in 
a grand mass-meeting and thence aeud np to 
WaEbirgtOD their mighty voice in approbation 
of bis reetoration policy.

Tbe Fenian demonstration tO'n'ghi was a 
magnificent affair. 

Tbc occasion wm tbe reception of Sweeney, 
Roberts, and Morrison, but tbe former was en- 
gaged at another point. 

Near fonr tbonsand people, mostly Irishmen, 
were aasimbled. Tbe hou*e, tbe largest hall 
in tbe city, wm so filled that hnndreda were 
compelled to leave who could not gain admit- 
Unce. Ool. Robert R. Stewart, Slate Center of 
the Roberts party, preaided. 

James B. Ryan, Democratic candidate for 
State Treasurer, introduced Preeident Robert*, 
who WM tnthuslMticiilly received. He spoke 
about an bonr, and made a fine imprestion. 
Bis remaika were decidedly demonstrative. He 
said if tbe means were furnished, men and 
monev and munitions ol war, that in a short 
lime, ere tbe summer'r sun, tbe adjacent B.-itish 
territory wcnld be occupied, when tbe war of 
words wcnld cease and an armed struggle com- 
mence which be promiacd shonld not cease till 
Irelami'e indeiendeBce was achieved. 

Mr. Fitzgerald spoke in tbe same strain, and 
called upon the Irioboien and women of Indi- 
acapolia to attest their sympathy for the re- 
demptioB of their native land by contribntiug 
liberally in means or money to enable men who 
were it :fdy to march upon their enemies. 

Mr. Roberta said this Government wonld be 
very blind in regard to their operations, and 
wcnld imitate England’s nentralitv in the late 
war.

Mr. Sumner aleo presented a petition of the 
citizens olJcffereon county, Pjnnaylvania, ask- 
ioR for an amendment to the (jonatitution, pro- 
hUiiticR any State from maklnx distinctions in 
the civil ri«{hu amouR the naturalized citizens 
of the Unit^ States or amouR persons burn on 
American soil on account ol race or color. Re- 
feirvd to the (Jommiitee on Reconstinction. « 

Mr. Sumner presented twopeiiUuns in favor 
of an international copyriRbt law. which were 
referred lo the Uonuniliee on FjreiRu Rela 
lions. 

Mr. Wade presented a (letltion from Ohio 
wool-RTuwers aekinR tor an increase of duty on 
imported wool, which was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Finance. 

Mr. Wilson presented a petition to Increase 
tbe pay of army officers, which was referred to 
the Committee on Miliiary Affairs. 

Mr. Wilson pieseuied the petition of several 
colored men, who represent that thev were 
once the slaves of Oen. J. W. Cartis, who ia his 
will freed them acd provided for their support 
from pro]>eity left by him They ask that a 
toi tion ol tbe Arlington estate be set apart for 
their btntfiti Referred to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Neleon, from tbe Military Oommitree, 
reported a bill to establish a borne for totally 
disabled soldiers and sailors of the United 
ti'.ates, with a recommendation that certain 
atrrndmects of the House concurred ia with 
irksrd to reamen. and mike them applicable to 
B( I'-iierscnly. Tbe Honte amendments were on- 
ci.rred in, and the bill now goes to the Fresi- 
dent for bis siRnature. 

Mr. Fessenden rose to a personal explana- 
tic'D. He found in tbe National lutelligence- 
cf tbe 17th inst. a letter from William A. Gra- 
ham. a claimant for a seat in the ^nate from 
North Carolina, in reply to his (Feeseudeu’e) 
r, marks ol a few days ago. concerning the na- 
tore of tie invectigaiion carried on by tne Com- 
mittee of Fiiuen. This letter of Mr. Graham 
was intended to conyey tbe impression that tbe 
investigations were not impartial. Mr. Gra- 
ham bad written to Mr. Feesenden making two 
requests— one that tne witpessae suggest^ by 
him (Graham) shonld be examined, and anoth- 
er that the Rep esentatives acd 8en:ktors from 
the tiouthern Slates should be allowed to be 
pieeent to cross examine tbe witnessee. 
The last reiiuest was not complied with, 
fci cause it wus not* tustomary in coses 
ot invesUgaUens by a commiitee, and 
becaD*e tha proceedinira of tbe committee were 
cot in the nature of a ctiminal investigation 
vihcre cross examinationa were necessary. He 
did not regard tbe lately rebellious States in 
the light ui ciiminals on trial, nor was he act- 
ing in the capacity of prosecutor. The error 
of Mr. Graham was his belief that the testimony 
bad closed because it bad been ordered to be 
printed. It had not closed, except in the c tsa 
of Tenntsiee. lo the case of Noath Carolina 
no leetimony had yet been printed, it all being 
inthehardaot Mr Howard, of Michigan, now 
absent on account ot domestic affliction. 

Mr. Davis, in reply to Mr. Fessenden ad to- 
cated the right of the claimants for seats, as 
8ontbcrn Senators andjRepresentatives to be 
present acd cross examine witnesses. 

Mr. DstU proceeded to read Mr. Graham's 
(tatement in the Intelligencer. Having read 
for half an hour, he wzs called to order by Mr. 
Chandler, who insisted there was no qa^tion 
before tbe Senate. 

Ylr. Feseteden said: I had yielded to Mr. 
Davis for him to read Mr. G’-aha'm’s letter, bat 
it was evident he was reading the editorials 
aud news columns of tbe piper. 

Mr. D'kVis said be was reading au explana- 
tion of tbe case by Major Lawrence. 

At the cODclmiou ot Mr. Davis's reading Mr. 
Fessenden rose to say if Mi. Grabam desired to 
intr> duce further testimony iu the cose of 
North Carolina he could do eo.

!iec. 2 That in calcalslmg the amount of 
loucty due and to be paid to each soldier un- 
^er the provisions of this act, deductions shall 
be made for any aud all payments of bounty 
made or agreeed to be made by the United 
Slates, so that in no case will any soldier rc- 
ct'ive a greater sum in bounty than eight and 
one-third dollars for every month ot service. 
No bounty whatever shall be paid to any sol- 
dier who has deserted from service, or to any 
Soldier who was a prisoner of war at the time of 
enlistment, nor to any aoldier who has been dis- 
charged at hia own request, unltbs for tbe pur- 
pose of accepting prom ition as officer tn tlie 
army or navy, or who has been dl-cbarged at 
the request of parenta, guardians, or other per- 
bon on the ground of minority. 

Sec 3. That any soldier who has bartered, 
srld, assigned, transferred, loaned, exchanged, 
or given away his final discharge papsrs or 
any interest in any bounty provided for by this 
or any other act of Congrese. shall not be en- 
titled to receive any bounty whatevtsr under 
Ibis act, and before payment is mode to any 
eoldier he shall be required to make oath or 
affirmation that neither his discharge papers 
nor any interest as aforesaid, in and bonnty has 
been so bartered, sold, assigned, transferred, 
exchanged, loaned, or given away. 

Sec. 1. That in the payment of the bounty 
herein provided for it sh^ be tbe duty of the 
Faymasier-General, under such rules and regn- 
latinns as may be prescribed by the Secretary 
of War, to examine the account ol each and 
every soldier now living to whom said bounty 
is p^able, and, upon ascertaining the amount 
doe. to cause the same to be transferred to anv 
Assistant Ttctotuier, National Bank, United 
Slates Fav master, or other Fay master, to ba 
designated by the Secretary of War, iu or near 
the same county or district with tbe claimant, 
who shall p>ay the said bonnty to the soldier 
himself, and to no other person, and who shall 
require tbe identification of eald soldier 
by the aUidavil of two respectable per- 
sons residents of said county or distriC; 
and under no clrcumstanees whatever shall 
any agent, attorney, or third person be allowed 
to act or take pai t in the proeecution, collec- 
Uun, remittance, or pay for such bounty ex- 
cept the pel son or persons designated tor that 
pui posC by the Secretary of War; nor shall any 
power of attorney, transfer, or assignment be 
recognized or eutertair.ed bv any accounting 
efficer or disbnrriug agent of the Government 
in tbe settlement ot c’.iinu tor said bountr; 
and tbe said bounty shall be paid to the heirs 
ot dec-ased soldiers, whose clainu shall be te* 



ceivtd and eettlcd by tbe Second Anditor of 
the Treaanry, at now provided by law.

That all saperintendenD of Indian af- 
fairs, all Indian agenu and chief inspectors to 
be appointed ondrr this act, in addiiion to the 
poweis now cunterred by law, shall also poa- 
sess the powers and perform the duties now 
l>erformed by law or conrt commiS'ionera, in 
all cases or matters wherein any In'iian tribe,

g i be bill gave rise to some discussion. 

Mr. Nesmith moved to amend it so as to re- 
quire the Board of Commissioners to report to

Mr. Grimes offered an amendment, allowing 
any loyal c itizen of the United Biaies of good, 
moral character to trade with the Indiann apon 
ezecntir.g the required bonds and coinpiying 
wlin tbe regulations i>rescribe<] lor iatercoarse 
with the Indians.
